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The Pyramids of Egypt form one of five groups of 
Pyramids within the precincts of the ancient capital city of 
Memphis. Tney are among the most interesting and most 
visited spots in the vicinity of Cairo and one of the oldest 
monuments of human industry in the world. The Great 
Pyramid, the largest of these monuments, has a per¬ 
pendicular height of 451 feet, the length of each side from 
the base to apex being 750 feet. 
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
